COACH, CAI AND CABOOSE ITEMS 


Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
.Various Sources for the Benefit 
of Democrat-Senti nel 
Readers. 


When George J. Gould returns from 
Europe to his offices at 165 Broadway 
he may or may not be surprised to 
find himself si ill more isolated from 
his properties than at any time since 
he attempted the running of hla fath­ 
er's system of railroads, says a New 
York dispatch of the 14th. 
For the first time in twenty-five 
years there are no private wires run­ 
ning from the Missouri Pacific's New 
York offices t° 8t* L ouIb. President 
Bush has concluded that in the future 
he can disperse with these, in as 
j much as he 'r.tends to run the prop­ 
erty from St. Louis. Hence the pri­ 
vate wires went out of existence on 
July 1. 
Hereafter when officialdom 
at 163 Broadway wants to communi 
cate with Mr. Bush it will use West­ 
ern Union lec'ergrams or the slower 
service provided by the United States 
mails. 
The same arrangement applies to 
President Jeffery and the Denver Jb 
Bio Grande and Western Pacific of 
flees at Denver. Salt Lake City and 
S&n Francisco. Under the old regime 
the Missouri Pacific's and Denver’s 
local wires frequently were kept so 
busy 
with 
instructions 
emanating 
from Broadway that train dispatching 
orders could not get through. 
Furthermore. Mr. Bush expects to 
save about $23,000 per annum in pri­ 
vate wire charges, and, incidentally, 
provide against the 
possibility 
of 
misdirected interference with affairs 
of operation, such as in the past has 
ccst the company, indirectly, many 
times that amount. A few such econ­ 
omies and Mr. Bush will be able to 
save the amount of the added charge 
put upon the company represented by 
bis salary. The recently retired pres 
ident drew no salary. 
In 
railroad 
circles 
belief is ex­ 
pressed that Mr. Bush’s latest innova­ 
tion should have a tremendous moral 
effect. Thera are several indications 
that Mr. Bush and Mr. Gould have 
some tacit understanding which pro­ 
vides for “hands off.”

At a given 
signal all the demand papers distrib­ 
uted by the tax collectors during the 
last few days were collected, placed 
in a heap and burned. This was the 
strikers* way of showing their de­ 
fiance of all constituted authority. 
Not content with burning the tax pa­ 
pers, they conceived the idea of stop­ 
ping all railroad traffic. The strikers 
with 
their wives and children bi­ 
vouacked on the railroad, their idea 
being to prevent a train from start­ 
ing. The police commissary, a tact­ 
ful man, finally prevailed upon the 
strikers to allow the train to move. 
While making this concession 
the 
strikers do not intend to give op the 
struggle. They mean to fight to the 
last ditch. 
If things of this kind are allowed 
to go on unpunished nothing in the 
world can save Prance from the hor­ 
rors of absolute anarchy, and as the 
republican authorities have lost their 
nerve and grip, the way seems open 
for Prince 
Victor 
Napoleon, who, 
though he may have none of the gifts 
of his great ancestor, at least is a 
man who Is generally respected—a 
man whose patriotism is undoubted 
and who possesses enough money to 
Dush his plans forward with consid­ 
erable energy. 
It is known that Princess Clemen­ 
tine, or Princess Napoleon, as she is 
now, is engaged in active propaga- 
ion of her husband’s interests and 
hat she is receiving great encourage­ 
ment from a number of very influen­ 
tial republicans.

Briand and his political friends are

the government. A coup d’etat of a 
peaceful kind, I have reason to be­ 
lieve, is in contemplation, but what 
"orm it will take is at present im­ 
possible to guess.

Up took the poison in his room at a 
hotel, and hours later sat down and 
wrote a note, saying that he had 
no desire for self-destruction. If tbe 
potion were to kill him he wanted 
to be absolved in* the eyes of the 
world 
from 
any 
wrongdoing, 
he 
wrote. 
How Rocker managed to compose 
himself long enough to write the 
note is a puzzle to physicians. The 
poison brings on violent convul­ 
sions, which cause death by exhaus­ 
tion and suffocation. 
Rucker claimed in á 
note dated 
yesterday morning that he had ta­ 
ken the strychnine Thursday night, 
hut had not felt the effects of it un­ 
til he awakened. Physicians say he 
Must have taken a mild dose, per­ 
haps the quantity that Is usually ad- 
iqinistered as a heart stimulant. 
Rucker's not is baffling. It reads: 
have been a sufferer from heart 
disease for some 
time 
mid have 
been taking strychnine as a stimu- 
hipt; Lest night I took an overdose 
and ait just now feeling the sffiscto 
©f it I seem unable to move, and 
aki wifitlng this note so my relatives 
will know, in the event of my death, 
tikat I did not commit suicide.”
